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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 1/17/04 was filed 
before the first office action on the merits. The submission is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 



Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: See page 4 
line 14. ( i.e. nuts??). See page 1 , line 31 . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: It is the 
Examiner's position that Applicant has evoked sixth paragraph, means-plus-function 
language to define Applicant's invention. Therefore the Examiner requires the Applicant 
to amend the specification pursuant to 37 CFR 1.75(d) and MPEP 608.01 (o) to explicitly 
state, with reference to the terms and phrases of the claim element, what structure, 
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materials, and acts perform the function recited in the claim element. Please note that 
the MPEP clearly states, "Even if the disclosure implicitly sets forth the structure, 
materials, or acts corresponding to the means-(or step-) plus-function claim element in 
compliance with 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs, the PTO may still require 
the applicant to amend the specification pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .75(d) and MPEP 
608.01(o)...". (Also see MPEP 2181 (Rev. 1, Feb.2000)) Wolfensperger, 302 F.2d at 
955, 133 USPQ at 542. Clamping means and means of a union. ( See claims 1 and 8) 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: It is the 
Examiner's position that Applicant has evoked sixth paragraph, means-plus-function 
language to define Applicant's invention. Therefore the Examiner has objected to the 
claims for the reasons set forth above in the objection to the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 2-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: The preamble 
should be "The portal arrangement..." not "A portal". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Allen et al. (USPN 6,036,672) in view of Fischell et al. ( USPN 5,484,425). 

Allen et al. disclose a portal arrangement comprising a portal body having a 
recess with a peripheral wall and bottom wall. Allen et al. discloses having a 
clamping means/ screw that is rotatable relative to the tubular element 12 and has an 
external screw 36,40 that co-acts with the an internal screw 36,40. The tubular 
element 28,30. The sealing element is considered the tip of the insert which is 
piercable. See col. 7, lines 1-5. Further, Allen et al. discloses that the specific material a 
recited therein for the purpose of illustration can be changed without forfeiting the 
benefits of the invention. See col. 8, lines 42-44. Further, Allen et al. disclose means of 
a union such as engaging means 32 a barb ring 32. Allen discloses the invention as 
substantially claimed. However, Allen et al. is silent to the catheter being a separated 
piece from the portal body and to the material of the catheter being elastomeric. 
Fischell et al. teach a portal body with an elastomeric catheter tube attached at the 
distal end thereof. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to make the one piece device into two pieces and perform 
as an integral device since materials may be expensive and the engineering choice of 
design may be to use less material. With respect to the elastomeric material, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the material art to modify the material of 
Allen et al. with the elastomeric catheter material of Fischell et al. since Allen et al. 
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discloses that selection of material is not pertinent to the scope of the invention and 
would be obvious to one skilled in the art.
